1. the following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-71 have 
been found to be allowable because applicant has provided evidence in this file showing that the 
Ebihara et al . U.S. Patent cited by the Examiner and the claimed invention were owned by, or 
subject to an obligation of assignment to, the same entity as Nikon Corporation at the time this 
invention was made. Accordingly, Ebihara is disqualified as prior art through 35 U.S.C 102(e),
